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DETAILED ACTION 
Objections 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 23 of the 
Specification it states, "A compound of formula XL . .". There is not a structure for XL 
Appropriate correction is required. 

35 U.S.C. 112 - Rejections 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6, 12, 14, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-6, and 16 states, . . Y is either not present or lower alkyl. . .". There are two 
problems with this definition. The first being if Y is not present R4 would not be bonded to the 
core molecule. Secondly, Y is divalent and is not an alkyl but an alkylene. 

Another problem with claims 1-6 is found in the definition of X, "X is either not present 
or Here again, if X is not present then R3 would not be bonded to the bicyclic scaffold. 
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Claim 12 is indefinite due to the language used in the claim. The preamble states "A 
compound of formula (I). . .". If intended as a compound claim, the claim is an improper 
dependent claim because it does not further limit claim 1. The "for use" is just a mental step . 
Alternatively, if intended as a process it provides no actual steps for a method claim. Therefore, 
the claim is indefinite since it is uncertain what Applicant is attempting to claim. 

Claims 14 and 15 provide for the use of compounds of formula (I), but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process 
applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without 
any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

35 U.S.C. 101 - Rejections 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for 
example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 
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35 U.S.C. 102 - Rejections 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



Claims 1, 5, 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Traxler et. al. (U.S. 6,140,332). 

Traxler et. al. discloses substituted pyrrolopyrimidines as hyperproliferative diseases. The 
specie labeled as example 37, in column 47, line 1 in the reference, provides a compound 
corresponding to Q= NH, R3= 3-chlorophenyl, G= carbonyl, Rl= ethyl and R2= ethyl in the 
claims. Another specie which reads on claims 1 and 5 is example 36 wherein Q= NH, R3= 3- 
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chlorophenyl, G= carbonyl, Rl= methyl and R2= methyl. See column 46, lines 58-59. The 
referenced invention also teaches pharmaceutical compositions, see column 25, starting at line 38 
of the reference. 

Claims 1, 5, 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Traxler et. al. (U.S. 6,180,636). 

Traxler et. al. discloses substituted pyrrolopyrimidines as inhibitors of tyrosine kinase 
activity. The specie labeled as example 26, in column 37, lines 61-62 in the reference, provides a 
compound corresponding to Q= NH, R3= 3-chlorophenyl, G= carbonyl, Rl and R2 together= 
morpholine in the claims. Another specie which reads on claims 1 and 5 is listed in claim 4 of the 
reference wherein Q= NH, R3= 3-chlorophenyl, G= carbonyl, Rl and R2 together= 4-methyl 
piperazine ring. See column 45, lines 55-56. The referenced invention also teaches pharmaceutical 
compositions, see column 23, starting at line 62 of the reference. 



Claim Rejections - Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
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Eagle Mfg Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re OckerU 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S. C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-10 and 12-16 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the 
same invention as that of claims 1-15 of copending Application No. 10/485747. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 
The identical claims appear in both applications. 

Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
